Tourists Find Hawaii’s Friendliness Is Very Contagious 


Hawaii, despite an ever-grow­ 
ing influx of tourists spurred by 
statehood, is still an ideal vaca­ 
tion land. 
The hotels on Waikiki Beach 
are getting taller and more nu­ 
merous, the shopping centers are 
as crowded as New York’s Times 
Square or Chicago’s Loop, but the 
scenic grandeur and the fabulous 
friendliness of the local popula­ 
tion haven’t changed. 
In fact, as this reporter dis­ 
covered on a recent first trip to 
the islands, the friendliness is so 
contagious thai the same tourists 
who might be elbowing e a c h 


other aside at Atlantic City or 
Miami Beach behave in an en­ 
tirely different manner from the 
moment they arrive in Honolulu, 
Jaywalkers Commonplace 
After a couple of days, the un­ 
heard-of sight of motorists cour­ 
teously halting their cars in the 
middle of a block for jaywalking 
pedestrians becomes c o m m o n ­ 
place, and everybody pitches in 
to sec that everybody else has a 
good time. 
Having a good time is not dif­ 
ficult in the midst of an endless 
succession of sunny days, com­ 
fortably 
cool 
nights, 
sparkling 


beaches, surfing, boating, d e e p 
sea fishing, beckoning mountains, 
night club entertainment galore, 
and hospitality as genuine as it 
is spontaneous. 
Hotels 
are 
crowded 
during 
much of the year, so it is well to 
make reservations in advance. I 
was booked at Hawaiian Village, 
a 1,600-room group of cottages and 
towers erected by Henry J. Kaiser 
on a man-built extension of Waik­ 
iki Beach. 
Bed Surprise 
The first surprise was the bed. 
It was truly king-sized, more than 
6 feet in length and even wider. 


I never did find out how this is­ 
land custom originated, but at any 
rate prepare yourself for the big­ 
gest beds you ever saw. 
Outside sliding glass doors on 
my lanai — a porch or terrace 
some 15 by 18 feet in size — I was 
transfixed by one of the loveliest 
sights in the world. Beneath me 
stretched the sands of the Wai­ 
kiki beaches dotted with bathers 
and the beach umbrellas. 
The 
gentle swells of the blue Pacific 
extended 
beyond eyesight 
and 
to my left was the brown and 
purple mass of Diamond Head 
which guards the harbor. 


In the days that followed, I saw 
much of the island of Oahu on 
which Honolulu is situated, made 
an overnight trip to Kauai, the 
northernmost isle known as the 
“Garden Island,” and was told of 
building plans designed to keep 
the available hotel rooms abreast 
of the tourist trade. 
Kaiser has leased 6.000 acres of 
Koko Head land from the Bishop 
Estate, and has begun building, 
within a 
few 
minutes' 
driving 
time of Honolulu, a new residen­ 
tial and resort city called “ Ha­ 
waii Kai” which eventually will 
have a population of 75,000 per­ 


sons. It will include a number of 
resort hotels, the first expected to 
be completed within a year. 
Building Projects 
Other building projects are un­ 
der way on Oahu, Hawaii and 
Maut, but one of the most dra­ 
matic is at the northernmost tip 
of the island of Kauai. 
Llyle Wheeler, a Hollywood ar­ 
chitect and designer, drove me 
out to where the same interests 
which own Coco Palms have com­ 
missioned the building of what 
they call “the most luxurious re­ 
sort hotel in the world.” It is to 
be known as Hanalei Plantation, 


and will be a complete departure 
from Hawaiiana. 
Victorian Decor 
The architecture and decora­ 
tions are Victorian — somewhat 
on the order of old New Orleans 
gambling houses, and all the beds 
in the suites will contain “bun­ 
dling 
boards” 
provided 
with 
hooks for easy removal. Each lux­ 
ury suite will have its own private 
swimming pool and a funicular 
will carry bathers and boaters be­ 
tween the hotel and the beach 
far below. 
What a way to "rough it” in 
old Hawaii!
